A verdict of justifiable hom- 
icide was returnd Friday in the 
dcath of Michael Collins, 16, of 
2240 Nevada Ave, A Madison 
County coroner's jury reached 
the verdict at an inquest con- 
ducted here. 

Mr, Collins was fatally shot 
by Granite City Patrolman Ed- 
ward Wiesehan at the scene of 
a burglary at Victor's Tavern, 
2301 Illinois Ave., at about 2:40 
a.m, May 22. 

Wiesehan and two other 
Granite City officers at the 
scene were not present at the 
inquest and were represented 
by their attorney, Lance Cal- 
lis. The other officers were Sgt. 
Harry Mitchell and Patrolman 
David Rosenburg. 

Statements from the officers 
were read, along with a state- 
ment by Roger Neisporek, 19, 
of Grantsville, Utah, who also 
isted a residence in the 1800 
block of Poplar Street. 

Neisporek has been charged 
with burglary and contributing 
te the delinquency of a minor 
in connection with the case. 
His statement implicated Mi- 
chael Collins in the burglary. 
Neisporek is free on $700 bond.

According to Mayor Schuler, 
the route of the proposed line 
to be built by the state will be 
inserted in a state-city agree- 
ment which provides for use 
of the city-owned sewers as an 
amendment, eliminating — the 
need of further City Council ac- 
tion in the matter. 

The Granite City Council pre- 
viously approved an agreement 
with the state permitting use 
of city stormwater lines for ac- 
cess to the Nameoki ditch. The 
criginal agreement proposed 
a route different thin that 
which new is to be followed. 

Spensorship of drainare im- 
provements for the Dobrey 
Slough area was assumed: by 
the state more than two yeors 
ago, originilly in a $150 000 
project in which the East Side 
Levee and Sanitary District 
wes to provide right-of-way for 
‘a drainage line that would have 
extended southerly from the 
slough along the right-of-way 
of the Alton & Southern rail- 
road to Horseshoe Lake. 

That program’ foundered 
when owners of three tracts of 
land through which easements 
were needed opposed condem- 
nation proceedings filed by the 
levee district.

Last fall, former Governor 
Richard B. Ogilvie proposed a 
state-sponsored $4 million drain- 
age program with aid to be 
sought from the Army Corps of 
Ensineers.

He said he checked the front 
door and saw the cigarette ma- 
chine face down on the floor. 
As he appreached the storage 
room door, two persons ran 
from the door. 

“The subjects were told to 
‘Halt and hold it right there,’ 
and Collins started throwing 
beer cans and glass bottles,” 
Wiesehan’s statement said. 


He added that he chased the 
two and told them to halt again. 
Officer Rosenburg fired a warn- 
ing shot but Collins “kept run- 
ning and was shot,” Wiesehan 
said. “Sgt. Mitchell stopped the 
other subject,” he added. 

Mitchell’s statement, also 
read to the jury, said he 
was at the rear of the tav- 
ern when he “heard shouts 
of ‘Halt’ and shots fired at 
the front of the building.” 

He said he turned and saw a 
subject in a yellow shirt flee- 
ing across the parking lot. “I 
fired one (shot) over his head 
and commanded him to halt. 
He stopped and _ yelled, ‘I 
quit,’ Mitchell said. 

He said tha as other officers 
arrived, they were told to call 
an ambulance for Mr. Collins, 
and Mitchell took Neisporek to 
the police station. 

Michael Collins arrived at St. 
Elizabeth Hospital at 2:50 a.m. 
and was pronounced dead three 
minutes later by Dr. H. B. Ben- 
nington, resident phySician, ac- 
cording to the police reports. 

Madison County Deputy Cor- 
oner Edward Werner, who con- 
ducted the inquest, read an 
autcpsy report which showed 
the cause cf death as ‘‘internal 
hemorzhzge due to a gunshot 
wcund to the chest,” in the 
cpinion cf Dr. Harry A. Mc- 
Lean, who conducted the au- 
topsy. 

Bicod analysis tests showed 
no signs of alcohol, narcotics or 
c:her drugs in the body.

Crimes, accidents on 
rise in GC during May 


Major crimes and traffic ac- 
cident rates increased in Gran- 
ite City in May compared to 
the same month last year, it 
was reported by Police Chief 
Ronald J. Veizer. 

Reported crimes~totaled 199, 
an increase of nine, while there 
were 167 accidents, up 51. 

Types of crimes and the num- 
ber cleared by arrests, listing 
ccmpariscns wtih last year, in- 
clude: 

Robbery, six, up three, none 
cleared, same; assault, six, 
down one, one cleared, same; 
burglary, 53, down seven, four 
cleared, down three! auto bur- 
glary, 24, down eight, none 
cleared, same; larceny, 93, up 
18, 16 cleared, down four; and 
auto theft, 17, up four, none 
cleared, down one. Forty-three 
other cases were cleared, up 
13, for a total of 64 cases 
cleared, down five. Fourteen 
autos were recovered. 

There was no fatal accident, 


down’ one. Traffic cases in- 
cluded 35 personal injury acci- 
dents with 48 persons hurt, 
down four and 24, and 132 prop- 
erty damage accidents, up 56. 

So far this year there have 
been four fatal accidents, up 
one; 155 personal injury accl- 
dents with 211 persons hurt, up 
one and down 27; and 596 prop- 
erty damage accidents, up 76. 

Police made 200 arrests dur- 
ing the month, down 87. In- 
cluded were 133 traffic arrests, 
down 79, and 67 other arrests, 
down eight. There were 41 ad- 
ditional charges, up 22, for to- 
tal charges of 241, down 65. 

So far this year police made 
1,018 arrests, down 49. In- 
cluded were 690 traffic arrests, 
dewn six, and 328 other arrests, 
down 43. There were 174 addi- 
tional charges, up 44, for total 
charges of 1,192, down five. 

The department answered 
1,721 complaints during the 
month. 
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Granite City 
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post signs forbidding the turns 
on red signals. 

Gov, Walker said: 

“This change in traffic law 
makes sense. Allowing right 
turns on red lights will help 
relieve needless bottlenecks at 
many intersections and will 
speed the flow of traffic safely. 

“Illinois will now be the tenth 
state to permit right turns 
after stopping for a red light. 

“The practice has‘ worked in 
the other states and | believe 
motorists in illinois will wel- 
come the change. 

“Between now and Jan. 1, 
when the law takes effect, local 
authorities and the state De- 
partment of Transportation will 
be determining the intersections 
where permitting such turns on 
red lights would be too danger- 
out.” 

Local aut*orities can prohibit 
turns on red signals by passing 
ordinances and posting signs at 
the affected intersections, Gov. 
Walker said. 

The state Department of 
Transportation will designate, 
and post signs at state-regulat- 
ed intersections which are too 
dangerous for the turn-on-red 
policy. D

Open burning proposed 


for disaster

Springfield — By the time the 
debris is dry in low-lying flood 
areas in Illinois, it may be pos- 
sible to burn it without offend- 
ing the EPA. 


Hearings have bee. set for 
June 25 in Rock Island and 
June 26 in Quincy to consider 
prepcsed changes in the open 
burning regulations in the state. 

As proposed to the Pollution 
Control Board by the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency, the 
rules would be amended to per- 
mit open burning of landscape 
waste, agricultural debris and 
‘clean” wcoden refuse from 
buildings in areas which have 
been struck by a disaster. 

Ronald T. O'Connor of the 
EPA said that usually the rec- 
ord of. public hearings is left 
cpen for some 10 days after the 
hearings end to permit inter- 
ested parties unable to attend 
the public hearings to submit 
written testimony. 

Once the record is closed, 
another week is usually re- 
quired to get the transcript to 
members for consideration, he 
said, With no complications or 
delays, the amendments ‘could 
presumably be approved and 
become official at the July 19 
or even July 12 meeting of the 
PCB. 

‘As proposed, the amendments 
would require that the area in- 
volved would have to have 
been declared a disaster area

Boating safety cited 
by Conservation Dept.

Springfield—A life preserver 
can’t preserve your life when 
it’s stowed’ out of sight and 
unused, but far too many Ili- 
nois boaters still refuse to be- 
lieve it. 

Ken. Gruenewald, in the boat- 
section of the state Depart- 
ment of Conservation, said 
there were 37 deaths resulting 
from boating accidents in the 
state in 1972, and in 11 of those 
cases, there were no life saving 
devices aboard while in 16 oth- 
ers, life saving equipment was 
abeard but unused. 

Overall, however, Gruene- 
wald said the state has a good 
safety record where boating is 
concerned. In 1960, when the 
Illinois boat registration and 
safety act became effective, 
there were 101,000 boats regis- 
tered, and 61 fatalities from 
boating accidents. 

Last year the state registered 
nearly twice as many boats, he 
said, but had only about half 
the number of fatalities of a 
decade ago—more than 200,C00 
registrations and 37 deaths. 

The decline in numbers of 
deaths, Gruenewald said, re- 
flects the success of the state’s 
various volunteer safety pro- 


grams, and particularly of the 
department’s young boatmen’s 
safety course which this year 
will reach 50,000 youths in the 
state. 

‘Since Jan. 1, 1968, any boat 
manufactured or offered for 
sale in Illinois must bear a tag 
showing the number of pounds 
it can safely carry, as well as 
the estimated number of pas- 
sengers, and the proper motor 
size. 

“When people pay attention 
to this,” Gruenewald said, 
“they're in good shape but 
where they violate it, they 
still get in trouble.”” 

The same thing, he said, ap- 
plies to life-saving devices. 
State law requires that they be 
aboard for each person in the 
boat, but under the same court 
decision which held that a mo- 
torcyclist cannot be compelled 
to wear a helmet for his own 
safety, the state has no author- 
ity to insist that boaters wear 
the life savers. 

Despite the many attempts to 
further boating safety, Gruene- 
wald said, overloading boats 
ccntinues, to be a major com- 
mon mistake, though he added 
that capsizing is no longer the 
major boating accident. Last 
year, he said, there were 94 
reported boating accidents in 
the state. Of these, 32 involved 
a collision with another boat, 15 
involved collisions with fixed 
objects and 18 boats capsized. 
In 10 of the accidents, people 
fell overboard, he said. 

The Conservation Department 
director, Anthony Dean, has 
asked Gov. Daniel Walker to 
designate the week of July 1 
as Boating Week in Illinois, 
Gruenewald said, paying trib- 
ute to the many volunteers who 


' advance boating safety in the 


state. 

Illinois, which has won every 
major national award for boat 
safety, has been approached by 
more than 30 other states for 
information about setting up 
programs like the ___Illinois 
Young Boatman’s Safety course, 
he said.

“I would not want to live in 
a community that did not have 
the Red Cross, the Salvation 
Army, Boy and Girl Scouts and 
the many other organizations 
that serve the public,” Nasir 
said. 

“In the Tri-Cities Area, our 
organizations are faced with a 
severe shortage of funds. This 
shortage is forcing curtailment 
of services and in some cases 
no services at all, If you cur- 
tail services, you run the risk 
of losing people’s confidence in 
the voluntary system of serv- 
ice delivery. 

“Instead of @ shortage, I 
would like to see enough money 
in our reserve funds to be able 
to tell the Red Cross, for ex- 
ample, ‘Go take care of dis- 
aster victims ncw and send me 
the bill later,” he told those 
present. 

He said the UF has not 
reached its goal for several 
years and cited several reasons 
for the failure. He said corpo- 
rate gifts from industry are in- 
adequate, employe giving is 
poor, 46% of all accounts on the 
UF records did not give last 
year, out of town corporations 
operating in this area are not 
giving adequately and mafiy of 
those who have pledged in past 
years have not increased their 
giving. 

“I hope to change this trend 
this year and to do so I need 
your support. This year we are 
going to conduct a vigorous 
campaign. 

“We have good leadership 
and our plan is to solicit every 
account in our area whether it 
be a business or an individual. 
We hope to assign five pledge 
cards to each volunter solicitor 
and have that solicitor do a 
better job of selling the United 
Fund and its services. 

“] hope to get as many of 
you involved in the campaign 
as possible, because without 
your help, we won't have a 
chance of reaching our goal,” 
Nasir said. 

He said the UF agencies 
have budgets of more than 
half-a-million dollars. He addéd 
this ccmmunity has the poten- 
tial to raise more than $800,000, 
“and we should be able to 
raise $500,000 with not. too 
much trouble. 

“This is a good community 
and I believe the people will 
respond to the needs of their 
United Fund and its agencies. 
However, we have an obliga- 
tion to these people and that is 
to provide them with the serv- 
ices that are needed at a min- 
imal cost. 

“Duplication of services has 
to be eliminated, Agency serv- 
ices and programs have to be 
properly evaluated. Community 
priorities have to be defined 
and implemented, Only if we 
acccmplish all these things will 
the United Fund concept be 
fully accepted and supported, 
Nasir concluded. 


Utilities agree to 
serve levee district 


A circuit court ruling at 
Belleville has dissolved a tem- 
porary injunction to prevent 
four utility firms from discon- 
tinuing service to the East Side 
Levee and Sanitary District, 
but the district will not be with- 
out utility services. 

The levee district had ob- 
tained the injunction to prevent 
the utilities from cutting off 
services because of non-pay- 
ment of bills, but Circuit Judge 
Richard Carter granted a-mo- 
tion for dismissal in Belleville 
yesterday. k 

Attorneys for the levee dis- 
trict and the utilities said an 
agreement had been reached 
under which service will be 
continued to the district facili- 
ties until financial problems 
created by pending litigation 
are cleared up. 

The four utilities include the 
Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co., Illinois Power Co., Union 
Electric and the East St. Louis 
and Interurban Water Co. 


Chouteau Town 


Board approves 
$107,457 budget 


A revision cf four ‘budget 
items in the tewn fund added 
a total of $2,883) ta the pro- 
posed Chouteau Township budg- 
et at a public hearing and town 
bdard meeting last week. 

‘The board also approved the 
addition of $50,000 as a budget 
for federal revenue sharing 
funds. The budget specifies the 
funds shall be used for acquir- 
ing land and bililding a new 
town building. 

‘In a public hearing that pre- 
ceded a special meeting of the 
town board for approval of the 
budget, an increase of $80 was 
voted in the item for tewn hall 
expense, originally $100, and the 
budget ‘item for office equip- 
‘ment was increased from $300 
‘to $500. 

The hearing also approved an 
increase from $6,000 to $7,500 
for municipal retirement, and 
the addition of $1,000 for audit- 
ing purposes, an item not pre- 
viously in the budget. The 
‘nearing also increased the ap- 
propriation fcr contingencies 
‘Yrom $400 to $500. 

As a result of the town board 
approved a finalized budget of 
$62,447 for town purposes and 
$45,020 for general assistance, a 
total of $107,457. The revenue 
sharing budget of $50,000 was 
approved as a separate appro- 
priation. 

‘The new budget is up $7,490 
over last year’s budget of $99,- 
977 which Included $54,957 in the 
town furid and $45,020 in the 
general assistance fund.

Tricentennial voyageurs enroute, here on July 4 


Exactly 300 years ago on June 
19 a band of seven men entered 
the land of IHinois and gave the 
white man his first glimpse of 
the rich fertile soil that now 
produces much of the nation’s 
crops. 

In 1673 Jolliet and Marquette’ 
and five companions explored 
the Mississippi and Illinois riv-. 
ers to expand the French fron® 
tier and to look for a trade 
route to the west coast. In 
1973 seven men are re-enacting 
that historic voyage ‘to make* 
the people of today realize the 
importance of their history. 


The Your-month voyage will 
cover about 3,000 miles of river 
and will take the men through 
seven states. The voyageurs 
left St. Ignace, Mich., on May 
17 and for the past month have 


been traveling down the shores 
of ‘Lake Michigan and across 
Wisconsin. 

‘On June 19 the men, all Illi- 
nois residents, will enter tné 
boundary of Illinois and will 
travel down the Mississippi 
River until July 10 when they 
will leave the state’s bounda- 
Kaskaskia Island, Chester, 
ries. 

(Celebrations and festivities 
will greet the voyageurs at 
many communities along the 
route and a special nine-state 
festival has been timed for 
their arrival in St. Louis orf 
July 4. 

The St. Louis festival will be 
held at the Gateway Arch and 
will run July 4-12. Illinois Day, 
Sunday, July 8, will feature’ 
drum ‘and bugle corps, square 


dancers, Indian dancers, 
French singers and craft dem- 
onstrations. 


The activities at the arch are 
sponsored by the Illinois Divi- 
sion of Tourism, Department of 
Business and Economic. Devel- 
opment, in cooperation with the 
Illinois Tricentennial Commis- 
sion. The Division of Tourism 
is also aiding local communities 
with their tricentennial plans. 

The seven men will be joined 
along the route by a 13-year-old 
‘oy who will portray the Indian 
boy given to the voyageurs by 
an Indian chief. Each of the 
crew members will assume the 
role of one of the original ex- 
plorers and, will be costumed 
in 1673 era clothing.

It is vital that the plant and its 
financing receive a ‘green. light” ‘for 
the 1972-73 fiscal year ending June 30. 

The municipality has tried hard to 
meet all requirements, and the delay 
has primarily stemmed from frequent 
changes in the “ground rules’ out- 
lined by various authorities. This is 
not the fault of the officials currently 
considering the city’s application, but 
it is clearly one of the pertinent fac- 
tors that could help shape their deci- 
sion. 

Primary treatment already is being 
carried out, and it is the wish of the 
nation, region, state and community 
that this intensity be upgraded to sec- 
ondary treatment in order to ‘achieve 
cleaner water in the Missiseippi River. 

The city is overdue in complying 
but, as noted, has been hallted by the, 


same higher governmental levels urg: 


ing it to hurry up. 

Many compelling reasons can be 
cited for immediate favorable action 
in Chicago or Washington. 

A delay into the next fiscal year 
would jeopardize priority rankings and 
also would force release of present 
bidders. Due to inflation, any rebid- 
ding could be expected to add per- 
haps a million or two million dollars 
to the already substantial cost projec- 
tion.

From a financial standpoint, delay 
is costly not only because of rising 
construction costs: expensive chlorona- 
tion procedures will need to continue 
until improved treatment facilities are 
provided. 

The capacity issue—23 million ‘or 
20 million gallons—also is a cost fac- 
tor but in a different way than might 
be assumed. It would be cheaper and 
more farsighted to proceed with the 
bigger size now, rather than re-design 
it at an estimated cost of $400,000 , 
and then call for a new round ‘of bids. 

Citizens and municipal officials have 
almost “turned themselves inside out’ 
to comply with constantly shifting 
procedural. stipulations and repetitive 
information requests during a span of 
many months. They deserve an affir- 
mative answer this month.

‘Brokers say one reason tne stock 
-market has been performing poorly 
is that small investors are giving it 
the cold shoulder. Oddly enough, this 
sign that the,average American has 
grown skeptical about the future of 
his own economy collides with evi- 
dence that investors in foreign coun- 
tries are getting more bullish all the 
time about the United States of 
America. 

With many stock prices at bargain 
levels, purchase of U.S. corporate 
securities by foreigners reached a 
record high during the first three 
months of this year. While some peo- 
ple abroad have been dumping dol- 
lars in exchange for gold, others are 
using them to buy shares in what 
gives the dollar its real strength — 
the productivity of the American 
economy. 

This is not the only sign that wor- 
ries about inflation, the dollar and 
the consequences of Watergate are 
being exaggerated when they are in- 
terpreted as signs that America 
self is coming apart at the seams. 
While we may tend to think of multi- 
national corporations mainly in 
terms of U.S. firms investing and 
expanding abroad, the fact is that 
foreign-owned multinationals are 
also stepping up their investments 
here. 

The Department of Commerce re- 
ports that the value of direct foreign 
investment in the United States rose 
from $7.4 billion in 1961 to $13.7 bil- 
lion in 1971 and is rising at an accel- 
erating rate. German Volkswagens 
may be assembled in America soon. 
So will France’s Michelin tires. Ja- 
pan’s Sony has a television plant in 


San Diego, and another Japanese 
firm is making teriyaki sauce in 
Wisconsin. Many of our factories 
turning out products with familiar 
American trade-names are now 
owned by foreign-basea conglomer- 
ates. * 

U.S. investment is obviously pre- 
senting itself as an attractive way 
for foreign companies to plow dol- 
lars back into the country where 
they are selling their goods. The fa- 
vorable effect on the international 
balance of payments is obvious. 
Further, the fact that foreign com- 
panies are building plants and hiring 
workers in America is one more rea- 
son to doubt the argument that the 
activities of multinational corpora- 
tions should be curtailed because 
they ‘‘export’’ jobs. 

Many foreign countries have been 
on the receiving end of American in- 
vestment for a long time, and some 
have tried to restrict it in the name 
of nationalism;as foreign ownership 
becomes more visible on the Amer- 
ican scene, fears are sure to arise 
that too much of it could subject our 
economy to unwholesome ‘‘foreign 
influence.” 

We should be mature enough to re- 
alize that advances in communica- 
tions and transportation are welding 
the world’s once-isolated markets 
into a whole. New business patterns 
are emerging and are undoubtedly 
here to stay. The know-how and pro- 
ductivity of the American people 
have made this country prosperous 
and will keep it so — as long as we 
have as much confidence in America 
as those foreign investors who are 
now buying a piece of the action.

OTTAWA — Buffalo Rock 
State Park in LaSalle County 
is a vest pocket state park 
with big attraction capabili- 
ties. Only 43 acres, the site in 
1971 drew a little more than 
103,000 visitors. 

Great scenic beauty is the 
draw at Buffalo Rock, which 
was once an island in the Illi- 
nois River, and now stands on 
the river’s north) bank, about 
three miles west of Ottawa. 

What it lacks in acreage the 
park makes up| in history. 
Part of that history is its near 
destruction by business inter- 
ests, and its preservation by 
another businessman who be- 
lieved in protecting natural 
resources long before such a 
position became popular. 

Mllinois Indians lived in the 
area when the first known 
white explorers, Louis Jolliet 
and Pere Jacques Marquette, 
came this way in 1673. The ll- 
linois tribe was later almost 
annihilated, not by aggressive 
white men but by the aggres- 
sive Iroquois. 

The French used Buffalo 
Rock as a military post, a - 
trading post anda missionary 
station. The Miami Indians, 
part of a confederation orga- 
nized by the French in the late 
1600s to combat the Iroquois, 
built a fort of their own on the 
rock. 

The fortress-like sandstone 
bluff with its heavy stands of 
oak, cedar and some pine, lat- 
er beeame the location for 
camp meetings conducted by 
a religious sect which used it

Lady parliamentarian in charge of Illinois House rules

SPRINGFIELD — Ann 
Lousin, 30, is probably the 
first and possibly the only 
woman parliamentarian ever 
to ser ve ina state Legislature. 


You may have seen her on 
television, or in news photos 
taken of the speaker of the Il- 
linois House of Representa- 
tives, W. Robert Blair. 

She stands at his right side, 
on the podium, giving opin- 
ions on rules and parliamen- 
tary procedures. And she of- 
fers assistance to the presid- 
ing officer in countless other 
ways. 

Ann is a University of Chi- 
cago Law School graduate 
who came to Springfield in 
1970 as a legal researcher for 
the Constitutional Convention. 

“I came down from Chicago 
for six weeks and have stayed 
for three’ years,” she says, 
with a big smile. “That was 
the luckiest break of my life.” 

Ann is usually smiling, it 
seems, except when she is at 
her post on the podium. Then 
it’s strictly business all the 
way. 

And no wonder. Hers is a 
difficult, demanding job, with 
long hours of constant tension 
and. quick decision-making. 

Blair depends on her to ad- 
vise him on matters under 
question, to remind him of 
previous rulings, and to’ gen- 
erally keep track of the bills 
coming up — to let him know 
“what’s coming down the 
pike.” : 

When the speaker turns the 
chair over to someone else, 
Ann stays at her spot. 

“I am the one constant per- 
‘son up there,” she says. 

She does emphasize one 
point. “I serve in a purely ad- 
visory capacity, the speaker 
is not in the least obliged to 
take my advice. I have no offi- 
cial function in the House.” 

“The chair always rules.” 

Ann was appointed by Blair 
in February of this year. She 
had worked for the Park For- 
est Republican for two years 
as staff assistant and legal re- 
searcher, assisting with the 
reorganization of the House 


rules and implementation of 
the new constitution. 

“The speaker wanted the 
rules of the 78th General As- 
sembly to conform to the new 
constitution,” she said. After 
working on them for months, 
she was given a final list of 
about 20 substantive changes 
to put into clear and correct 
legal terms. 

“I worked for about 40 
hours in four days. I sat down 
and immersed myself in the 
rules, kept two secretaries go- 
ing straight through the week- 
end and Monday, then went 
into the rules committee with 
my draft.” 

After many, many sessions 
with the Democratic leader- 
ship, the new House rules 
were finally put together. 

Which have had the great- 
est impaét? The 45-day rule (a 
bill musimove out of commit- 
tee in 45 days or be tabled); 
the automatic bill-calling cal- 
endar (bills must be called in 
numerical order); and the 30- 
day rule (once a bill goes on 
the calendar, it must be acted 
on within 30 days). 

Miss Lousin’s salary is 
$17,400 a year. She works 
aboyt 12 hours a day, she 
thinks — “we specialize in 
three o’clock lunches” — and 
she gets up to her Hyde Park 
apartment in Chicago about 
one weekend a month. 

She is not exactly the stay- 
at-home type. She has visited 
every state in this country ex- 
cept Alaska and now usually 
vacations in Europe, going off 
salary in order to have a little 
extra time. She did graduate 
work in political science at the 
University of Heidelberg in 
Germany, after graduating 
with a degree in history from 
Grinnell College in Iowa in 
1964. 

After receiving her law de- 
gree-in 1968, Ann worked with 
the Legal Aid Bureau in Chi- 
cago, in the Appellate divi- 
sion, doing mostly consumer 
work. This background, plus 
her work at Con-Con with the 
committee on revenue and fi- 
nance, gave her the expertise 
to fulfill her duties as parlia- 
mentarian with confidence. 

But it is her family back- 
ground that makes her the un- 


usual person she is. 

Her father is Armenian, 
straight out of the Ottoman 
Empire via Istanbul, France, 
and Mexico to a little Quaker 
college in Iowa. 

Her mother is colonial 
American whose Quaker fore- 
fathers came to this country 
with William Penn in 1681. 

Her parents met at the un- 
likely little town of Oskaloosa, 
Towa, where they were both 
attending William Penn Col- 
lege. 

Her father had survived the 
terrible year of 1915, when his 
countrymen were deported 
from what is now Turkey and 
forced to march out of the 
country. On that forced 
march, every member of his 
family died but one brother 
and himself. ‘‘Details are 
mercifully obliterated from 
his mind,” Miss Lousin said. 

He became a semi-profes- 
sional soccer player in Mex- 
ico, then arranged through a 
missionary family to come to 
America. He has his master’s 
degree in organic chemistry, 
and in fact went far beyond 
that. He pioneered in the de- 
velopment of printing ink and 
was instrumental in the de- 
velopment of the famous Kro- 
ger blue- : 

Through the Mendenhall 
branch of her mother’s fam- 
ily, Ann is a distant cousin to 
both Herbert Hoover and 
Richard Nixon. Her ancestors 
fought in every war in this 
country except the War of 
1898. 

Her mother is a member of 
the Disciples of Christ, her fa- 
ther belongs to the Eastern 
Orthodox church, and Ann 
and her sister are Congrega- 
tionalists. : 

Ann has cousins and fries 
literally all over the world, in 
Greece, Germany, Lebanon, 
Montevideo, Uruguay, and 
back here in the states, of 
course. 

But right now she is com- 
pletely caught up in another 
sort of world, one that is en- 
compassed by laws and legis- 
lation and the four walls of the 
chambers of the House of 
Representatives. 

And that is a world unto it- 
self, for sure.

North steeling itself for opening 


Will separation of Granite| 
City High School into South and 
North divide the district in a 
miniature civil war? 

Not if James Dumont and 
Gilbert Walmsley can help it. 
The former is principal of 
GCHS, Madison Avenue and 
Nameoki Road, which will re- 
open in September as GCHS/ 
South, The latter is principal of 
the new GCHS/North scheduled 
to open this fall at Maryville 
and Morrison Rdads. 

Walmsley outlined some of 
the philosophy in a talk at last 
week’s Granite City Rotary 
luncheon, 

Spirited Steeler-versus-War- 
rior athletic rivalry is contem- 
plated.. And there will be ef- 
forts within .each school to 
make it the best anywhere—in 
academic matters and other re- 
spects. 

But there will be many pro- 
grams to-unify the two student 
bedies, including a number of 
panels having members from 
both schools — administrators, 
faculty members and students. 

Instead of the current three- 
year high school program, both 
high schools will also serve 
ninth graders, 

Buses will be traveling 
back and forth between the 
two schools all day every 
day, since certain facilities 
will not be duplicated and 
many students will partici- 
pate in classes at both 
campuses, 

. For example, existing vo- 

cational shops will remain 

in use at South, while 

North will offer an autorno- 

tive shop and a data proc- 

escing instructional center. 

Within this context of shared 
facilities and a single, unified 
school system rather than a 
divided community, there will 
be much, to give each student 
body its. own identity and 
“esprit de corps,” as the Ma- 
rines say it. * 

Because GCHS/South tradi- 
tions are already known, and 
because North was the topic of 
last week’s talk, the new school 
will be explored here to a: de- 


ree. 

It already exists in a num- 
ber of ways, although the 
building itself is far from com- 
plete. Walmsley will adopt it 
as his base of operations be- 
ginning July 1, and most~de- 
partments are expected to be 
turned over to the district as 
being ready for use Aug. 1. 

North - will serve the area 
east of the middle of the Mary- 
ville Road right-of-way and 
north of the middle of Pontoon 
Road. 

Walmsley has been. coordi- 
nating plans for the building 
and curriculum for nearly a 
year, and students destined to 
attend North have been par- 
ticipating in planning sessions 
for a considerable part of the 


ear. 
*” With a color scheme of black 


and grey adapted in some 
cases to black and silver, North 
will have a distinctly different 
jappearance, and thos who 
have seen its athletic and band 
uniform designs describe them 
as unusually “sharp” and at- 
tractive. 

Initially designed as a sepa- 
rate elementary school and jun- 
ior high school, which was to 
be merged a few years later 
into a high school, North be- 
came a high school prior to the 
completion of the detailed plans 
and specifications. This accel- 
eration of the timing was 
based on changes in the enroll- 
ment pattern, and on the belief 
that the differing concepts 
could be blended together more 
effectively earlier than later. 

‘As a result, a single school 
has been constructed but much 
of it resembles Johnson Grade 
School, which has pie-shaped 
classrooms surrounding ‘‘learn- 
ing centers” containing teach- 
ing materials. 

This design will permit such 
practices as grouping three 30- 
pupil classes for part of a day 
if there is a topic that one 
teacher can effectively present 
to 80 students while two other 
instructors meet with five pu- 
pils each for remedial help, 
advanced study or other special 
purposes. 

The approach will vary, 
specific cir 


band and vocal music, and 
chemistry and physics labora- 
tories. ‘ 

Another will be the scene of 
basic courses like English and 
mathematics, plus food and 
clothing classrooms. A . third 
section will provide the library 
and offices. 

A fourth area will include the 
gymnasium, and the fifth will 
house a large cafeteria, tem- 
porarily reduced in size by cre- 
ation of six classrooms. . 

‘At first housing only 1,800 
students compared to the more 
than 3,000 at GCHS/South, the 
new school is designed to be 
expanded at some point in the 
future. 

Far from “second rate,’”’ the 
gymnasium is viewed by 
Walmsley as an. outstanding fa- 
cility. While it will seat only 
800, this was a-deliberate deci- 
sion by the school district to 
not duplicate the Memorial 
Gymnasium. 

Both the South and North 
basketball teams will util- 
ize the Scuth gym for var- 
sity competition, just as 
beth fectball teams will 
play their varsity games at 
the Scuth stadium: on Feh- 
ling Road, 

But North’s gymnasium 
will offer more to its 
1,800 enrollment than’ the 
South’s 3,200 student body 
had at its disposal for 
physical education at any 
time in GCHS. history up to 
the gymnasium expansion 
cf three years ago, 

The North gym includes a 
main area which can be di- 
vided in the middle for sepa- 
rate and private full-size bas- 
ketball courts for boys and 
girls. 

There is a large wrestling. 
room, located on the same floor 
as the main gym, to ease trans- 
fer of 1,000-pound wrestling 
mats for meets to be attended 
by the public. There are two 
floors in the building for show- 
er and dressing rooms, 

The gym or library Will be 
the location of student assem- 
blies, held for the individual 
freshman, sophomore, junior 
and senior groups. 

Even more important than 
physical surroundings will be 
what happens to help students 
grow in knowledge and citizen- 
ship, A lot will be happening, 
Walmsley predicts, speaking 
proudly of the ‘ton of talent”’ 
that has been assembled to op- 
erate GCHS/North, 

The school will be operated 
openly, with all policies ex- 
plained and discussed with in- 
terested students, parents and 
taxpayers. 

There will be freedom where 
it is exercised responsibly, and 
less free choice in situations 
where it is abused. 

Freedom will include the cur- 
riculum.~ In cooperation with 
Dumont and others in the 
school district,. the 9th-12th 
grades Granite. City curricu- 
Tum will be revamped. More 
options will be offered on the 
kinds of courses that may be 
taken to meet specific require- 
ments in English and other 
subject categories, 

A student majoring in a vo 
cational field, for — instance, 
will be able to select a tech- 
nical writing course rather 
than French literature in ful- 
filling his language obligations. 

Walmsley, no stranger to 
Granite City “educational chal- 
lenges, is frankly excited by 
what he is convinced will be an 
outstanding high school. 

A former assistant GCHS 
principal, he also has been 
principal of Prather Junior 
High School as well. as serving 
as a teacher and counselor. 

Granite Cityans also seem 
certain to be excited by the 
new and imaginative build- 
ing and educational pro- 


gram.

A sheriff's place 
is in the home

HENNEPIN, Ill. — In little 
Putnam County, the general 
feeling is that the sheriff's 
place is in the home — more 
Specifically, in the kitchen 
and the laundry. 

Putnam County, with a 
population of about 6,000, has 
the only woman sheriff in Illi- 
nois and though she carries a 
pistol in her purse and once 
wrote a speeding ticket, she 
spends more of her duty time 
doing the cooking and laundry 
for the jail located in the 
county seat at Hennepin. 


Not that Putnam County is a 
hoodlum's heavenly hide- 
away; Sheriff Martha Cal- 
bow's husband Warren func- 
tions in theory as her deputy 
and in practice as sheriff 
when one is needed. 

Warren Calbow was sheriff 
in name as well as in fact until 
1970, when under Illinois law 
he was prohibited from suc- 
ceeding himself. Martha Cal- 
bow at that time served as 
deputy as well as her hus- 
band’s administrator of civil 
administration. 

With Sheriff Warren Cal- 
bow’'s term running out, the 
couple decided to “keep the 
position in the family,” so 
Martha ran for sheriff. She 
racked up a victory margin 
over her opponent four times 
as big as the edge by which 
her husband had won four 
years earlier. 

She then ‘hired’ her hus- 
band as her nonsalaried full- 
time deputy (after all, he had 
the experience -and his price 
was right), and she went back 
to the desk, the stove and the 
washer. The Putnam County 


sheriff receives $11,500 year- 


Sheriff Martha Calbow also 
recruited four male part-time 
deputies and one female part- 
time deputy. The latter 
“doesn't do much,” she says, 
being called to work chiefly 
when a woman prisoner is be- 
ing held, and the law requires 
that a woman officer be on 
hand. 

Doing the bookwork, the 
cooking and the laundry for 
all the prisoners in Putnam 
County isn’t exactly a back- 
breaking job: there weren't 
any prisoners in the jail at all 
in April, and none in the first 
15 days of May. 

From time to time the sher- 
iff does ride around the 
rounds with her deputy-hus- 
band but she says she never 
patrols without him. 

Since the Putnam County 
jail is connected to the sher- 
iff's residence, the sheriff — 
male or female — can hold of- 
fice without really ever leav- 
ing home. That leaves the 
sheriff more time to look after 
her three sons, Gerald, 21;

JOLIET — “You wouldn’t, 
perhaps, expect a Mississippi 
River barge line captain to be 
living:in DuPage County, but 
such is the case with James 
Jones. 

Jones, who maintains his 
family and residence in West 
Chicago, is captain of. the 
Daniel Webster, owned by 
Mechling Barge Lines of Joli- 
et. 

The Daniel Webster is a 
workhorse boat that plys the 
Ilinois and Mississippi rivers 
between St. Louis and New 
Orleans. 

The Daniel Webster is a mo- 
tor vessel, 164 feet in length 
from stem to stern. She has a 
35-foot beam and nine-foot 
draft. 

A routine assignment for 
her is to push 20 or more 
loaded barges up the Missis- 
sippi from New Orleans to St. 
Louis, where another cluster 
will be snaked together for the 
voyage downstream. 

The barges average 195 feet 
in length by 35 feet in width 
with an eight to nine-foot 
draft. They carry a variety of 
cargo including lumber, steel, 
coal, sugar, paper, chemicals 
and other bulk material. 

The crew of the Daniel Web- 
ster consists of 12 people. two 
of them women, commanded 
by Captain Jones. In addition 


to Jones the boat carries a pi- 
lot, chief engineer, assistant 
engineer, oiler, mate, watch- 
man, a maid, a cook and four 
deckhands. The maid and the 
cook are women. 


Captain Jones came home 
to West Chicago April 10 after 
having been aboard the Dan- 
iel Webster since March 11. 
His job calls for 30 days on the 
river, then 30 days at home 
throughout the year. 


The Mississippi River re- 
cently was at the highest flood 
stage it has been in many 
years. “It is wilder than I 
have ever before seen it and 1 
am in my 25th year as a river 
boat man,” said Jones. 


“The water was so high un- 
der the bridges in St. Louis 
harbor and at Vicksburg that 
we avoided shoving our 
barges through during the 
darkness of night,” said 
Jones. “The water was turbu- 
lent and running at an eight to 
nine mile an hour current un- 
der the bridges,” he said. 


Literally millions of acres 
of land along the Mississippi 
between St. Louis arid New 
Orleans are flooded, causing a 
tremendous loss in crops and 
property damage. 

“Many of the landmarks 
along the river that we :had 
been accustomed to seeing 
were either inundated or 
washed away. Tree trunks, 
parts of houses and other flot-

SPRINGFIELD — We 
broke out into the unfiltered 
sunlight and, compared to the 
relative darkness of the 
woods, the bright light hurt 
the eyes. 

We turned north, Dick lead- 
ing the way, walking in the 
sandy area between a fence 
row and last year’s harvested 
corn. That farmer, too, had 
been bitten by the wet fall and 
wet spring. Never had a 
chance to get his fall plowing 
done. 

“You know, Monday is a 
bad day to go looking for these 
things.” 

“Ha! I suppose you’re going 
to tell me Mother Nature 
takes Mondays off?”’ 

“Nope. S'true. Everbody’s 
out huntin’ weekends. Gener- 
ally got it picked clean by 
Monday.”” 

Before we emerged from 
the woods, Dick Netzley had 
had some success in the hunt. 
Despite it being a Monday and 
despite the hunt taking place 
in one of the more ‘“‘combed”” 
areas around Springfield — 
Carpenter Park. 

Mushrooms here in Central 
Dlinois are highly sought and 
highly prized. I learned that 
from going to school in this 
neck of the woods. Heck, 
transposed northerner that I 
am, until then I thought 
mushrooms were poisonous 
unless they were bought in a 
can and served on steak — un- 
til I arrived “‘downstate.”” 

And, truthfully, taking a 
whole day just to go out look- 
ing for mushrooms seemed 
slightly ridiculous. I mean, 
doesn’t anyone value their 
time? 

Jim Hayward, with the San- 
gamon County Extension Ser- 
vice, suggested going along 
with Netzley on a mushroom 
hunt. That is, if I wanted to 
find anything because, ‘he’s 
about the best there is,"” 

Randy Netzley agreed. “He 
is pretty good.” That's quite a 


sam and jetsam flowed down- 
stream pitching and rolling 
toward our barges and boat,’” 
said Jones. 

The Daniel Webster was 
pushing 21 barges loaded with 
lumber, steel, zinc, hydro- 
chloric acid, sugar, rock 
phosphate and other cargo. 

Jones, who is a pragmatic 
man, decided to shove into 
McKellar Lake, the harbor for 
the huge Memphis industrial 
center, and tie up until the 
turbulence on the river de- 
creased. Many other barge 
line captains followed suit. 

Barge line owners are very 
much opposed to seeing their 
boats lay idle. But when hu- 
man lives are atstake wisdom 
seems the better part of valor 
in Jones’ opinion. The layover 
lasted from April 2 until April 


10, 

The Daniel Webster is 
equipped with modern navi- 
gational equipment, including 
radar, fathometer for water 
depth sounding and very high 
frequency radio telephone 
(VHF) which keeps Jones in 
touch with other vessels on 
the river and with the compa- 
ny offices in Joliet and New 
Orleans. 

The Daniel Webster's 4,320 
horse power engines burn 
about 5,000 gallons of diesel 
fuel every 24 working hours 
and the boat's fuel tanks have 
a 113,000 gallon capacity. 

“We refuel about every 
seven days. It helps to keep an 
even keel,” said Jones. Re- 
fueling, the changing of crews

compliment for a son to give 
his father, considering to- 
day's imagined standards. 
Randy went along for the 
hunt.

“Looks like a pretty good 
spot,” Dick said, but what’s 
different about it that makes 
it a likely location for mush- 
rooms? 

But Dick’s “pretty good 
spot" did look a little differ- 
ent. It looked just a little bit 
greener thar the rest of the 
woods. There was still under- 
growth but not quite as much 
of itas seemed to prevail else- 
where. And yet, the area 
wasn’t quite so green as some 
of the more grassy areas of 
the woods. 


Another thing that made it 
different was the dead elm 
tree. It was a fairly good-sized 
elm, and by Dick’s guess it 
had been dead about two or 
three years. That’s what you 
look for, he said. 

They say a black ash is an- 
other tree to look for but we 
didn’t see any of those. They 
also said orchards are a good 
place to look, but only ones 
that haven't been tended for a 
while and especially haven't 
been sprayed with insecti- 
cides. 


When to begin looking for 
these things is just about as 
indefinite. For one thing, 
there isn’t too much time — 
about three weeks is all — be- 
fore they just dry up and dis- 
appear, But Netzley says a 
person can begin looking for 
the mushrooms when the 
peach tree stops blooming and 
the pear tree begins. (Noth- 
ing’s definite because, ‘This 
year the pears started bloom- 


ing before the peaches.’’) 
Randy added. 

When the apples are in full 
bloom the mushrooms are at 
their peak. Wild violets in the 
woods are apparently in 
bloom while the mushrooms 
are growing and ripening. 
Forget the ones in town be- 


and taking’ aboard groceries 
is all done without stopping 
the boat. 

Despite the heavy work 
load, life aboard the Daniel 
Webster has many pleasant 
aspects. The boat is kept im- 


maculate. The quarters are , 


comfortable and: the food is 
prepared expertly and served 
in generous portions. 
Captain and crew all eat 
their meals together. Eating 


cause it's warmer in town 
than it is in the country and 
the soil temperature is a key 
factor in the appearance and 
growth of mushrooms. 

‘Another thing in the mush- 
room search is that they first 
begin appearing on the south 
side of trees and hillsides ‘and, 
as the weather gets warmer, 
they begin moving to the other 
side of the trees and hills. 

Being armed with this in- 
formation beforehand, and 
being passed little supple. 
ments as we moved through 
the woods did me little good. 
Those buggers are as elusive 
as all get out. 


Moving into Dick’s area, the 
one that looked ‘‘pretty 
good,” proved to be an exer- 
cise in seeing. I was the last to 
know there were any mush- 
rooms there. Even when I 
knew — Dick was bent over, 
one hand on a knee for sup- 
port, the other pointing out the 
mushrooms — I still had diffi- 
culty seeing them. . 

And that made me feel real- 
ly dumb. Here they were, a 
growth like I've never ‘seen 
before: so distinctive, so 


unique, such an unusual thing _ 


to behold, and then not being 
able to see it until it was spe- 
cifically pointed out. 

They're not small, about the 
size and coloring of a good 
Idaho potato, and have the ap- 
pearance of a thumb all’puek- 
ered from a two week soak in 
dishwater. Something that 
looks like that shouldn’t be 
hard to see. Dick, by way of 
instilling some degree of con- 
fidence, says, “Aw, your eyes 
get used to it. You'll be able to 
see ’em after while.” (Sure.) 

By now a small sack of 
mushrooms has been col- 
lected (I never did discover 
one on my own) and we've 
picked them by pinching them 
off close to the earth. We've 
passed the young ones by, 


saving them for a future date 
(or another picker). They're 
pretty pale in color when they 
are immature. And we've

Jones commutes by air 
from his West Chicago home 
to the Daniel Webster. On his 
last trip a member of his fam- 
ily drove him to O’Hare Inter- 
national Airport where he 
boarded a plane for Memphis 
and there took over command 
of the Daniel Webster.

id that’s sort of what the 
little delicacies taste like. Sort 
of like the crust of fried chick- 
en, or a little like frogs legs, 
maybe. Certainly nov the 
mushrooms you'll find served 
witha steak (although they're 
good that way, too). 

The Netzleys say they've 
kept mushrooms in the refrig- 
erator for a couple of weeks 
with no spoilage problems, 
and also mentioned a way 
mushrooms can be kept in- 
definitely: thread them on a 
needle and string like popcorn 
is strung for Christmas tree 
strands, hang them where 
they won't be disturbed, let 
them dry and they'll be.good 
for Christmas five years from 
now. 


But then, as the mushrooms 
are prepared for eating, they 
really ought to be soaked in 
salt water over night, so they 
can regain all the moisture 
lost in the drying process. 


From Memphis he pushed a 
clutch of 21 barges to a dest 
nation about 30 miles be1ow 
Natchez.
